— The German govern- 
ment's re2zson for accepting the strin- 
gent terms for the renewal of the 
armistice, as outlined in a Weimar dis-, 
patch to the Nord Deutsche Allge- 
meine Zeitung, is that a renewal of 
military operations following refusal 
to sign would lead to the complete 
moral collapse of the German pcople. 
The absolute conviction prevailed 
that refusal to sign, or dilatory treat- 
ment of the proposals, would meet 
with an immediate advance of the al- 
lied armies beyond the Rhine, involv- 
ing the occupation of the most im- 
portant and indispensable industrial 
districts of west Germany.

(From Contract Builder) 

Premier Hearst has made the defi- 
nite announcement that the Ontario 
government proposes to expend ap- 
proximately $25,000,000 this year on 
buildings and other 
work, These projects are to be got 
under way at once in order to pro- 
vide employment. Preliminary work 
has, in some cases, already been 
started, and as soon as the weather 
opens up sufficiently the construction 
will. go full speed ahead. It is esti- 
mated that there will be 39,477 men 
employed on this work during the 
summer, not including those employ- 
ed by the T. & N. O. commission 
and the Hydro-electric commission, 
whose labor requirements, the prime 
minister said, would run into the 
thousands. 

The amounts to be expended on 
new buildings and repairs to existing 
buildings in the various cities and 
towns throughout the province, are 
estimated as follows: Toronto, $658,- 
500; Brockyillc, $76,800; Wamilton, 
$70,620; Kingston, $110,000; London,

$119,650; ~Penetang, $17,000; Whitby, 
Woodstock, $128,500; Ot- 
tawa, $38,550; Normal schools at 
Londen, Hamilton, North Bay, l'ct- 
erboro’ and Stratford, $20,200; Belle- 
ville, $50,000; Brantford, $7,750; 
Guelph, $12,100; other expenditures 
under this classification, $139,460.
